count of the I'nited States Uureau 
of Soils. He says In part: 

•Dt. Milton Whitney, chief of the 
solla baraau. iaalata that proper a«l« 
tivatlon and reUUon wUl maka 
run-dowii solla prodvce again aa 
well as ever. 'The trouble is not 
with the land, but with the people 
farming it, and their methods," 
stoutly declares Dr. Whitney. 

"The Bureau of Soils is trying to 
And out all about the changes in 
soils that ara wrought as a reault of 
cultivation. It declares that the 
mineral and metal basis changes 
very, very little. The lirodiiiis of 
vegetable and r.niinal < 'owtli. on 
the other hand, change grc.ulv and 
modify soil qualities very much. 
One will be useful and benevolent, 
another vlcloua and harmful. 

"A certain aoU, once producing 
excellent cropg of wheat had be- 
come "exhausted." Cow-peas 
ground very fine ware applied ami 
It waa found they had reatoreii the 
soil; It produced a good crop, and 
did the thing three tlmea in aucces- 
aion; then the aoli lapaed back into 
Its flrat condition of non-produc- 
tivity. 

"Why dill the cow-peas have that 
effect? The Mureau took like \>fo- 
lioriloiis of iiol.Tsh, phosphoric .ni id 
and nitrates- il)e plant-food ele- 
ments of cow-peas — and put them 
into the soli; and it didn't producn 
the of restoring ita fertility. 

The point seemed to be that theae 
various elementa, mixed together 
and applied to the ground, didn't 
have the genuine cow-pea ''ffeit. 

"Doctor Whitney in a recent ad- 
dress gave this explanation of the 
operation within the aoll of various 
agents Introduced through rotation 
of cropa. He aeema to have a con- 
siderable backing of authority and 
experience In favor of his theory 
that fertilization is, at least, much 
less necessary, if sclnntific rotation 
Is followed. His bureau'a prol)lem 
Is to develop 'the correct scientific 
rotation for variona aollg and cll- 
matea.''
